ON UNAUTHORISED IRRIGATION. 


29. For the unauthorised use of canal water a rate of Rs. 5 per acre shall be charged : 
this rate , however, be reduced om: discretion of the Deputy Collector. , 

380. "When it comes to the™knowledge of the Subdivisional Canal Officer that canal 
water has been taken én an unauthorised manner, he shall hold a local investigation, and, if 
he considers that water has been taken in this way, he shall serve a notice on the persons liable 
to be assessed, fixing a date for hearing objections. Any objections made shall be taken down 
and the whole record forwarded to the Divisional Canal Officer for disposal. If the 
Divisional Canal Officer is of opinion that the area should be assessed he shall make a note on 
the case and forward the whole record to the Deputy Collector. Separate proceedings shall be 
taken in the case of each village irrigated without authority. 

81, On reovipt of the record, mentioned in Rule 30, and after hearing any objection 
that may be raised, the Deputy Collector shall determine whether the water-rates can be 
legally charged, and if so, he shall assess the anea irrigated without authority, and fix the rates 
allowed under Rule 29, Water-rates shall not pees where the unauthorised irrigation 
has ocourred through the act, neglect or default of a Canal Officer or subordinate. These 
unauthorised irrigation cases must be disposed of by the Deputy Collecter within a month of 
the receipt of the record from the Divisional Canal Officer. 

82. Applications may be subsequently received from villages in which unauthorised 
irrigation has been detected, and these villages may be granted leases; but in such cases, the 
persons assessed under Rule 29 shall also pay the watererates dus in respect of the lease 
subsequently granted. Provided that the total, of these (wo rates shall not eaceed the 
maximum rate chargeable under Rule 29. In such cases of double assessment the Divisional 
Canal Officer may remit, in whole or in part, the rates assessed under Rule 29. 


ON PENALTIES AND CANCELLING OF teases 


88. Should it be proved, after due enquiry, that the supply of water given to any 
leased area is habitually wasted, or used for ihe irrigation of lands not under lease, it shall 
be competent for the Superintending Canal Officer to direct that the lease shall be cancelled 
with effect from the lst June next following. 

34. The Superintending Canal Officer may, with the concurrence of the Colledtor, 
direct the Deputy Collector to— 

I.—Oease to issue permits for the irrigation of lands in villages where there have been 
constant difficulties in realising water-rates until all the arrears of water-rates 
duo are prid up; and also if specially so ordered, unless half the amount due 
under new applications is paid in advance.

MISCELLANEOUS.
